Taxes Over
The first   and worst half

of the 1959-60 fiscal year is over, 
with General Fund revenues run­ 
ning $157,881,656 behind expen­ 
ditures.

State Controller Alan Cranston 
reported that General Fund rev­ 
enues for the first six months 
of the fiscal year amounted to 
$568,285,906, while expenditures 
totaled $721,167,462.

The second half of the fiscal 
year will toll another story, 
Cranston said.

Revenue Surge Coming
"The ebb and flow of revenues 

and expenditures is running just 
about as anticipated," he said. 
"The. surge of revenues in com­ 
ing months will pull the Gener­ 
al Fund out of the hole and en­ 
able it to end the fiscal year with 
a surplus."

Cranston attributed the Gener­ 
al Fund's pallid complexion at 
the end of December to the fact 
that only 40 percent of the 
State's total revenues is realized 
in the first half of the fiscal 
year. <

General Fund revenues In De­ 
cember were $59,169,219, as 
against expenditures of $121,- 
051,548.

Debt Repayment
The General Fund owned $113 

million to other funds at the end 
of December and is authorized to 
borrow another $25 million this 
month. Cranston said the entire 
indebtedness of $13£ million 
would be repaid by the end of 
May.

The sales tax accounted for 
better than three dollars out of 
every five in revenues through 
the first six months of the fis­ 
cal year. Collections from that 
source totaled $354,149,962, an 
increase of 17.24 percent over the 
corresponding figure for 1958- 
69.

The cigarette tax produced 
$32,918,582 of the July-through- 
December revenues.
